like these, leading them isn’t 
the problem. It s keeping up 
with them.”

He served as a corporal in the 
Korean campaign and put in 26 
months at Guantanamo Bay in 
Cuba before coming to the Far 
East seven months ago. 
In Cuba, he won the Navy 
Marine Corps Medal, the high­ 
est peacetime decoration, and 
since coming here he was the 
first Marine in the Da Nang 
area to win a Bronze Star for 
bravery.

“The other day we walked for 
V/i hours in water up to our 
armpits. We liked that. It gave 
us a chance to cool off.” 
The recon company has killed

One of the most difficult gar 
dens to maintain is the p e r - ! 
ennial border. It is true your de­ 
ciduous 
plants will 
come 
up 
year after year. But perenni-; 
als 
need 
dividing, 
fertilizing, 
weeding, 
watering, 
mulching 
and spraying. 
Moreover perennials have a 
very short time to bloom. And 
as a gardener recently said to 
me, “ After it blooms then you 
i have the bush.” 
• • • 
A GARDENER is lucky if his 
perennial plant gives two weeks 
j of bloom. True an iris garden 
may last six weeks if the grow- 
er has room for early \ ariettes, 
j mid-season varieties and l a t e 
| varieties. The same is trim of 
peonies. But an individual per­ 
ennial plant will not last over 
two weeks — more likely IO 
days. 
Spike plants like eremurus, 
delphinium, 
hollyhocks, 
lyth- 
rum, lupines, baptisia and lia- 
tris will bloom a longer time due 
to their formation. As one flow­ 
er dies another takes it place. 
Compare this blooming span 
with the annual petunia which 
will give color for five months 
given the proper care. 
lf you are a gardener who 
believes that it Is easier to 
divide a big perennial clump 
than to purchase a flat of an­ 
nuals and plant them you are 
mistaken.

His answer is a firm, “No.” 
But equally firm is his deter­ 
mination to stay, now that he s 
there. It seems some of his opti­ 
mism has survived after all. 
“ I would say my plans are to 
try/ and reach some mutual lev­ 
el of understanding between the 
community 
and 
myself, 
he 
says. “ We are all supposed to 
be so-called reasonable people.”
